The body was Interred In the 
adjoining cemetery where hundreds 
of Menominee tribesmen are bur- 
led. 


In an. earlier day the burial of 


such a personage in the Menominee 
tribe would have bscn an entire- 
ly different affair, it was said. It 
was a tribal custom to bury the 
dead in a sitting- position and speed 
the spirit of the departed one on 
its journey to tho happy hunting 
grounds with much laughter and 
joking.

Urged Sabotage 


Kassay came here last June from 


a Cleveland airplane factory as a 
highly paid mechanical expert am 
began exhorting his fellow workers 
to sabotage, department of justice 
agents said.

ed Kassay told them 
he was a 


Communist, but would not discuss 
his connections. He engaged in Com 
munist uprising in Hungary after 
the war and admitted being arrest- 
ed there, McDermott said. At his 
home was found a quantity of Com- 
munistic literature, a number of let- 
ters in a foreign language and evi- 
dence that he had burned papers. 


Government and Goodyear Zeppe- 


lin corporation officials denied any 
damage had been done to the Akron. 
Lieut. T. G. Settle, inspector of nav- 
al aircraft, and Dr. Karl Arnstein.

It 
also performs a most valuable func- 
tion in forming a vegetable sponge in 
the soil to retain moisture. 


Humus is merely decayed vegetable 


matter. It is one of the chief values 
in stable manure as the digested veg- 
etable matter decajs and becomes 
humus as well as furnishing fertiliz- 
ing elements in the process. Falling 
stable manure, humus may be added 
first of all by the homemade compost 
heap which in' this age of synthetic 
preparations is easily done by accum- 
ulating autumn leaves, weeds pulled 
from the garden, old flower or vege- 
table tops, and lawn clippings, piling 
them in a heap in"some convenient 
corner, giving ihem^a treatment of 
some of-the chemical compounds sold 
for the purpose of producing syn- 
thetic stable manure and allowing 
them to decay. -The sole care neces- 
sary is to wet the, heap occasionally 
if rain fails to do its duty. The com- 
post will be well on the way to ma- 
nure insldes of three months and can 
be spaded into the soil as fast as 
ready, while the heap may be re- 
plenished from the lawn and garden 
waste and the annual deposits of 
leaves from decidous trees. 


Avoid adding pine needles in quan- 


tity to the compost heap. While they 
decay, although slowly, they do not 
form good soil as It Is usually' too 
acid for good garden purposes. 


The rapid manner into which a big 


heap of vegetable refuse will shrink 
lown into a solid bed of decayed mat- 
ter for the garden is amazing to one 
who has not tried it. The amount of 
chemical compound is relatively small 
in comparison with the bulk of mate- 
rial upon which it is used and the 
synthetic manure is much cheaper 
than stable manure at current prices 
when it Is at all procurable. 


Peat moss, now sold cheaply In 100 


b. bales. Is another fine material to 
dig into the soil to furnish humus. 
It is, perhaps, the most easily obtain- 
ed and handled of all humus forming 
material. It has a variety of uses for 
mulch, packing dahlia tubers and 
other roots for winter and lightening 
icavy soils.

The part of the bill which affects 


teachers is the' appropriation of 
money from the Teachers' Invest- 
ment fund to aid Wisconsin banks,

There is a provi- 
sion for the maintenance of a. suf- 
ficient amount of ready cash so that 
loans may be made to independent 
banks in times of economic depres- 
sion. Through this bill, all securities 
will be limited to state investments 
made in the form of loans to individ- 
ual farmers, farmers' co-operative so- 
cieties and in bonds issued by Wis-' 
consln municipalities.

The 
chief skill In arranging a perennial 
border consists In assembling colo- 
nies of plants that will give a consec- I 
utlve show of bloom at a'l seasons | 
of the year without leaving wide 
bare stretches at any time. 


This can be done only by gaining 


an understanding of the blooming 
habits of the plants used. Another 
subject that should be studied is the 
height of the plants ns it would be 
manifestly foolish to plant a colony 
of tall growing plants in front of a 
low growing colony so that tho lat- 
ter would be hidden. 


With these two factors In hand it 


Is a simple matter to plant seeds this 
spring sufficient to furnish a 
fine 


hardy border. Perennial seed should 
be sown as early as the annuals, as 
the long period of growth the plants 
have, the better thev will be to bloom 
next * year, as nearly all perennials 
must have a year of growth before 
they bloom.

Post- 
Crescents by the thousands are 
tumbling out of the machine, folded 
and coanie<?, ready for delivery to 
more than 15,000 subscribers from 
one end of the country to the other. 


Every day at exactly 3:40 this 


process is repeated. Not even the 
Twentieth Century limited operates 
on a closer schedule. \Vith busses 
and trucks waiting, the slightest 
delay is costly and all*during the 
day every effort Is bent toward get- 
ting the press started on time. 


Operation of the pressroom, with 


the accompanying stereotyping de- 
partment, requires a high degree of 
organization and cooperation so that 
every page will be in its proper 
place at the proper moment. Direc- 
tion of this exacting work is In the. 
bands of August J. Rehmer, fore- 
man of the press an* stereotype 
room. 


Mr. Rehmer has had the experi- 


ence necessary to qualify for", his 
\york. He started with the Appleton 
Daily Post back in 1919 as custo- 
dian of the building and soon was 
employed In the stereotyping depart- 
ment where he gained the knowledge 
that his present work requires. Af- 
ter a few years as a stereotyper Mr. 
Rehmer transferred to the business 
office where he' served as collector 
for two years and then returned to 
the press room as foreman.- 


The present ,press of the Post- 


Crescent Is a Duplex of the tubular' 
type with an hourly capacity of 
30,000 papers of 24 pages each. The 
paper is fed Into one end of the; 
machine from rolls weighing in the 
neighborhood of S50 pounds each. 
and1 it-comes out of the'other end 
all. folded and counted, ready for • 
the carrier boys. 


The press consists of-' six units 


each capable of printing four- pages 
and the number of pages printed' 
each day determines -the . number 
of units in use. Three men usually 
are required to operate the machine.

Rehmer's particular interest is to 
maintain the "color" of the paper, 
that is t& regulate the ink so that 
the type and pictures appear to the 
best advantage.

40 and 50 pounds of ink and about 
4,700 pounds of white paper are 
consumed daily to print the Post- 
Crescent.

needed to Insure a good tiling job, 
FIRST: — A freo and unobstructed 
outlet. SECOND: — Tilo of good 
quality and the right size. THIRD: 
—Tile laid with a uniform down- 
ward pitch at all points, even though 
tho slope Is not very great, b'ut laid 
uniform so there are no low pockets 
to hold sediment and water to freeze 
in winter. If your conditions will 
permit of the above you can get a 
good and profitable system, even if 
you have a marsh of large area. 


However if you really want to do 


your own tiling, hero are some prac- 
tical suggestions which you should 


not fail to follow. Dig the ditches 
on straight lines where possible, or 
if not use easy curves. Do not bring 
two lines together so that the flow 
from one tile Will tend to obstruct 
the flow from the -other tile. 
Ee 


sure and have a reliable sur\cy and 
^rade established and then know 
that you follow it faithfully. 
In 


bringing tiles of different sizes to- 
gether keep the tops on the same 
level, not the bottoms. It does not 
make any difference who puts in 
your tiling system if it is done right, 
but an unprincipled or careless or 
ignorant workman can easily spoil a 
tiling job. 


When the necessary preliminaries have been completed and the system has been laid out, a ditch 


should be'started at tho outlet and dug by a line. It must bo kept clean-cut and straight, for any crook 
that occurs in tho top will be much more exaggerated at the bottom. If the direction Is changed it should 
be done with an easy curve. In following an old water course tho tile should follow a straight line and 
v vJ£ W th° bCd °f the stream- Sharp turns must bo avoided. 
Where a lateral joins a sub-main It 
should be at a small angle, so that when the tile arc laid, the velocity of the water flowing from one 
Into the other -will be but slightly checked. The ditch need be no wider than is necessary for the labor- 
ers to work in conveniently, as an extra width means unnecessary work. 


After the bottom of the ditch has been brought to the proper 


grade, the laying of the tile should commence. This like dig- 
ging the ditch, should begin at the outlet. Under ordinary con- 
ditions tile should be laid every day as far as the ditch Is made. 
Any f>elay in laying may cause Injury to the ditch by rain or 
"by particles tailing into it. If Uie banks are likely to cave, Uie 
tilo should be laid as fast as the ditch Is completed. 


The smaller sizes are laid from the bank with a hook. Large 


. . . 
. 
sizes must be laid by hand from the bottom of the ditch. All 


'mls-shap'ed and cracked tile should be discarded. If a tile docs not join closely with the proceeding one 
it should be turned over until it fits at the top. Any large cracks should be covered with pieces ot 
tile.- After the tile arc laid they should be bedded by caving a littie earth from the sides of the ditch and 
letting it settle gently so as to keep from knocking tha tile out of line. If they are covered three or four 
Inches In this way they may remain without injury for several days, or until all the ditches are ready 
for filling. Under ordinary conditions the ditch Is most easily filled with a plow and an cvcner which Is 
twelve to fourteen feet long. Two horses are-hitched to this plow, one on each side of the ditch, and 
with one man to lead or drive and another to bold tho plow, earth is turned in. 


You may ask why do we toll all of these details when we may not get your work to do. Simply

.Increased percentage of diseases of 
the heart looks like a profile view 
of the the Rocky Mountains,- de- 
clares a bulletin Issued by the Edu- 
cational Committee of the State 
Medical Society today. 


Starting on the left hand side In 


a low plateau. It rises Jerkily up and 
up, untU the final peak takes it off 
the paper. 
, 


"That Is the rising menace of dis- 


eases of the heart," declares the 
bulletin. "Heart diseases kill a larg- 
er percentage of people every year. 
It has gradually outstripped Brlght's 
disease, pneumonia, cancer, and 
even tuberculosis. 


"For a long time the principal 


cause of death in this country was 
the Great White Plague, tuberculo- 
sis. So terrible was Its devastation 
that man took 'up the challenge and 
organized the forces 
of 
science,! 


medicine, education and social ser- 
vice- to fight back. It was a glor- 
ious campaign and we are still hard 


at the mopping .up process. Tuber- 
culosis has not been eradicated, but 
it has been brought under control 
and robbed of much of Its terror. 
Hundreds of thousands who it 
would have struck down have been 
saved to life and usefulness. As a 
cause of death It has been reduced. 
In the last fifty'years, from first 
place to fifth, and-In'some commu- 
nities to seventh', place. 


"We have not yet stemmed the on- 


ward rush of heart- diseases. : That 
will take many years, since the con- 
certed fight against It Is so new and 
so many cases begin far back in 
childhood. Also there la so much 
about It that.,we have yet to learn. 


One reason for its Increase Is the 
happy fact that people are 
being 


saved from other diseases. 
The 


normal spaa ot life has been length- 
ened since the Clvfl War by twenty 
years. As heart diseases slay nine- 
tenths of Its victims after they have 
passed the age of forty, this means 
that the more people we keep alive 
until middle age and later the more 
possible targets we have among us 
for this Insidious enemy. 


"One of the reasons why It has 


been so. difficult to fight is that it 
Is in reality not one disease, but 
many, with different causes, differ- 
ent symptoms and different methods 
of prevention and treatment. We 
cannot draw up one system of rules, 
as In the case ot tuberculosis, and 
hammer them in until the public Is 
educated. 


"Many can make a complete re- 


covery and regain health, provided 
they follow rules."

N WAR HERO 


LEADER OF REVOLT 


AGAINST*. HITLER 


Captain Who Figured in Sea 


Adventures Denounces So- 
cialists as Frauds 


BY MILTON BBONNEB 


Berlin—Fifteen years ago. Captain 


Helmuth von Muecke was nationally 
acclaimed as one ot Germany's 
greatest war heroes. Today he finds 
himself assailed In many news* 
papers as a renegade, and howled 
at from the political stump as a 
traitor to his class and caste, even 
his country. 


It Is a reversal that could occur 


bfily in. post-Kaiser Germany, where 
the republicans still have to fight 
bitter foes within their own country, 
who seek to tear down the govern- 
ment. Politics, of course. Is the an- 
swer, for when Yon Muecke came 
home from bis sea exploits with the 
plaudits of all Germany ringing In 
his ears, It was easy for him to win 
a place in the new regime. 


Several years ago he joined the 


forces of Adolf Hitler, sensing what 
seemed to be a great cause in Hit- 
ler's principles. He was even elected 
to the Saxon parliament on their 
ticket. 


Turned Against Hitler 


But now, having been held up as 


a prize example of brilliant young 
war hero returned to become a lead- 
Ing National Socialist, he has turn- 
ed Just as firmly against the cause 
he espoused. He Is cursed In officers* 
clubs and is the particular target of 
the Hitlerite army. For Von Muecke 
has launched a vigorous campaign 
against them In an effort to show 
the German people that Hitler and 
his party really are a danger to the 
Fatherland. 


Of course, to enemies of the Na- 


tional Socialists, he Is doubly a hero 
now. 
It took more than physical 


courage, they point out, to make 
public his reversal of feeling with 
such bold moves. For Von Muecke 
has turned his back on Hitler's par- 


, ty with "loathing and disgust," In- 


tending to reveal to the German 
people "what & fraudulent organiza- 
tion the National Socialist party Is." 
The only thing Socialist about It, 
he declares, Is its name, and It has 
no concern for the common man, 
but Is subsidized by rich industrial- 
ists who are the enemies of labor. 


Von Muecke opened his speaking 


campaign in Berlin's largest public 
hall, which was packed to the doors. 
In poster broadsides he used these 
vigorous words: 


"Off with the mask! Germany 


awakening rubs her eyes and sees 
with Indignation that the men who 
pose as moral regenerators ot the 
German people do not stop at lies, 
calumny and breaches of their word 


, of honor... Germany sees that men 


who pose as purifiers of the nation- 
al life are convicted ot corruption. 


| 
Naval Dictator | 


Head of the naval junta which 


ruled the port of Callao after the 
downfall of the Sanchez Cerro gov- 
ernment.

embezzlement, usury, burglary and 
offenses against morality." 


Fought in Tropic Seas 


This is the man whose courage 


and adventures in 1914*16 surpassed 
anything novelists have dared to 
Invent. July, 1914, found bun a care- 
free young naval lieutenant, second 
to command on the little German 
cruiser Emden, which was lazing 
along In the hot waters of the Tel- 
low Sea. Early In August the com- 
mander received a wireless message 


" that Germany was at war with Rus- 


sia, France, England and Japan. 


• War as he was from any friendly 


harbor, with his small ship and his 
100 men, he was to do all he coold 
to destroy enemy ships. 


Thus began the epic of the little 


Emden. On the very first day she 
captured on enemy ship. Thereafter, 
for months, she pursued her suc- 
cessful course, 
provisioning and 


coaling herself from the supplies 
she found on various prizes which 
she afterwards sank. Her command- 
er learned that at least 16 English, 
Russian, French and Japenese men- 
of-war were on the search for him. 
Nothwithstanding this, he saucily 
cruised In the Gulf of Bengal, ap- 
peared off Rangoon and Calcutta 
and then one night disturbed the 
peace of an officers' mess in Madras 
by bombarding and destroying- the 
on tanks there. Next he showed up 
at Colombo in Ceylon and captured 
* couple of vessels. Then the Ger- 
man slipped across to Penan? In 
Malaysia, entered the harbor, and 
destroyed a Russian cruiser and a 
JTrench destroyer. 


Finally he set forth for the Keel- 


• Ing Islands in the 
Indian Ocean 


Here the British had a cable and 
wireless station, constituting the 
last link between England and 
Australia. The commander decided 
to land a party to destroy the cable. 
Von Muecke was chosen for the Job. 
He took with him two officers, six 
non-commissioned officers and 41 
men. 


Their Ship Destroyed 


On Nov. 9, 1914, while they were 


at work, they heard heavy firing 
and saw the Emden being pounded 
to pieces by the Australian cruiser 
Sydney. Then the latter sailed away. 


Undismayed, Von Muecke rigged 


lip the Ayesha, a 97-ton sailing ves- 
sel intended to hold one officer and 
.five men. Into this be crowded eight 
times that number, plus water and 
provisions, and sailed away. He en- 
tered the Butch harbor of Padang 
In Sumatra. The Dutch wanted to 
Interne him, but he fought It out 
and got away. Out at'sea, he trans- 
ferred to the little German coaling 
vessel, the Choislng, of 1900 tons,
